The good’ roads department of the 
state has been proceeding with surveys 
and preliminaries pending the supreme 
court’s action which will permit the 
sale of bonds and the pushing of actual 
work. 


| HANDS OFF BANK LAW 

Courts have no right to enjoin sub- 
mission to the people of any law which 
reyguires a referendum. 

This is the decision of the Tlllinois 
Supreme court in the suit brought by 
louis G. Spies in which he sought to 
VFevent submission of.the banking act, 

/ which brings private banks under state 
centrol. Spies attacked the consti- 
tutionality of the act and filed a suit 


in the Circuit court of Sangamon coun-) 


ty in which he asked . that, county 
clerks of the state be enjoined from 
putting the proposition on the ballot. 
His petition was denied and the de- 
cision is affirmed by the Supreme 
court. 

The high court does not go into the 
question of the. constitutionality of 
the law. It holds simply that sub- 
mission of the act was a step in the 
rregess of legislation and that no court 
has the. right to interfere by injunction 
With the legislation in the course of 
enactment.

PUBLIC UTILITIZS RULING 


In the case of the Springfield Gas 
and Electric company against the city 


Ot Springfield the Supreme court today 


heid the clause in section 10 of the pub- 


__ utilities act exempting municipally 


owned public utilities fromthe opera- 
tion of the act to be unconstitutional. 
The decision of the Sangamon county 
Circuit court was reversed. 

Knocking out of the section except- 
ing city owned utility plants does not 
aifect the validity of the rest of the 

public utilities act. 

People’s Rights. 

. The persons who use the products 
Or service of public utilities are en- 
titled to the benefits of the public util- 
ities act and are entitled to its pro- 
tection against extortion, discrimina- 
tion, and inferior service by whomso- 
ever furnished,” says the majority 
opinion. 


- “If a customer is oppressed by ex- 


tortionate charges 4iscriminated 
against by wrongfjl rate or inferior 
Service the wrong is the same whether 
done by a’ municipal corporation or a 
brivate corporation.” 


CHICAGO PHONE DECISION

OMSK, April 15.—[By the Associated 
Press.]—Indisputable evidence of the 
massacre by the bolshé#iki of more 
than 2,000 civilians in and near 
the town of Osa has been obtained by 
Messrs. Simmonds and Emerson and 
Dr. Rudolph Teusler of the American 
Red Cross, who have just returned 
from Perm, Osa and other re-occupied 
Russian territory. Approximately 500 
persons were killed at Osa and 1,500 in 
the surrounding districts. pe

000, was so denuded of males by the 
bolsheviki that Gen. Casagrande, upon

Threaten to Kill Woman. 

A woman whose husband and two 
sons had been seized applied to- the 
commissar for information as to their 
fate, She was told they had been taken 
to Perm. After. repeating her . visit 
several times she was informed that 
if she bothere. the commissar again 
she would be shot, as they had been. 

The body of a woman was exhumed 
and identified in the presence of the 
Americans as the wife of a general 
through jewels sewed in the lining of 
her clothing, of which relatives were 
aware. Another woman was compelled 
to fetch a lamp and gaze upon her 


the slayers 

A wife required to pay 1,000 rubles 
for the release of her husband bor- 
rowed 800 and paid it over; later she 
returned with the remainder, and then 
was informed that her husband had 
been shot. There were scores of simi- 
lar cases. All were Killed without any 
form of trial. ‘eae 

Victims Dig Own Graves. 

The soviet called a meeting and pre- 
pared lists of those to die. The houses 
proscribed were visited by squads, the 
doors were smashed in, and the vic- 
tims dragged to the edge of the town 
and forced to dig their own graves. 
Those who resisted were shot in the 
streets. _ 

A survivor testified that he had seen 
men thrown into a pit and buried alive. 
This testimony has been confirmed by 
bodies exhumed, the clenched hands of 
which were clinging to the mud at the 
bottom of the pit. 

The only spark of humanity discover- 
able was that in confiscating the be- 
fongitigs of the residents. In some in- 
stances where there was a family of 
small children, the family was permit-~ 
ted to retain one cow out of several.

Army officials have remained silent 
under allegations, out of which the 
Japanese press has been making capi- 
tal in Tokio, that the American forces 
had been permitted by Gen. Graves and 
other officers of the American expédi- 
tion in Siberia to stand by while a 
Japanese military contingent was being 
wiped out. Of the 311 Japanese en- 
gaged 302 were killed and _ nine 
wounded. 
__Only the Japanese side of the affair 
has thus far been told. The nearest 
approach to the American version was 
obtained from an official of the state 
department several weeks ago, who 
said that American forces were sent 
nto Siberia primarily to protect the 
arge stores of ammunition at Vladi- 
vostok and to give such aid as might 
be needed by the Czecho-Slovak forces. 
He said that the instructions govern- 
ing Gen. Graves’ use of his forces in 
Siberia did not permit him to use them 
to intervene as between the various 
Russian political factions.

The police authori- 
ties say that from papers found in 
Laudru’s possession they believe he had 
at least ten flancées who cannot be 
found.

“UNJUST” PEACE 


OPENHAGEN, April 15.—Accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Weimar, 
President Ebert of Germany has 


the following Easter mes- 


sage to the national assembly: 

| “The. national assembly expregged 
unanimously on April 10 the expecta- 
tion that the government would agree 
only to a peace based on understand- 
ing and reconc¢jliation- and would re- 
ject any treaty which would sacrifice 


the present and future of the German 
people and the world. 

“T welcome this pronouncement as 
a declaration of the inflexible will of 
the German people that the coming 
peace shall be a peace of ‘lasting un- 
derstanding and conciliation among 
the nations, 


“The national assembly and the gOvV- 
ernment are working with deyotion 
and energy to fulfill the great task of 
giving peace, bread, work, and a new 
constitution to a great nation. The 
task is difficult to fulfill as long as 
those who have it in their power to 
give the world peace allow themselves 
to be dominated by feelings of hatred 
and revenge and by means of the hun- 
ger blockade and by threatening our 
annihilation are driving, the German 
people to despair. 

“Five months ago we accepted our 
enemies’ terms. We agreed with them 
on the basis for a conclusion of peace. 
We have fulfilled the hard armistice 
conditions, disbanded our army, and 
enemy prisoners, but 
peace is still withie!ld from us. Though 
defenseless and economically exhaust- 
ed, we still are cut off by the blockade 
and our prisoners are still detained, 
which is equivalent to a continuation 
of the war. It is a burden such as no 
nation has as yet been compelled to 
endure.”

‘Three months a “commander” of 
the United States navy, John P. El- 
wing, 27 years old, reached the apex 
of his career last Wednesday when a 
guard of honor ushered him from the 
portals of the Great Lakes Naval Train- 
ing station to the presence of Lieuten- 


ant Commander Chester S. Ro 


Elwing entered and departed wearing 
three full stripes on the shoulders and 
cuffs of his coat and stars, also of gold, 
indicating service in the line. 

On the heels of his triumph came 
the downfall of the pseudo-officer yes- 
terday, when his failure to return the 
proper salute -to two officers ‘of the 
naval intelligence service led to his ar- 
yest at State and Madison streets. El- 
wing was in the wake of a Victory, loan 
parade, and gobs along the line of 
march stood at rigid attention at sight 
of his august presence. 

Only a Steward. 
. At the department of justice Elwing 
admitted he is only an  ex-assistant 
steward on the Lake Beacon of the 


“United States merchant marine, run- 


ning between New York and Cuba. 

-“T didn’t like the looks of a stew- 
ard’s uniform, so I bought this in 
New York three months ago,” Elwing 
said. “I wore it in New York, Phila- 
delphia, and for the last month in 
Chicago. I’ve gone to dances and 
had a good time.” 

The department of justice after con- 
sulting the district attorney’s office de- 
cided it was a case for the naval au- 
thorities and turned the “skipper” 
back to an intelligence officer. The 
next stop was the office of the United 
States shipping board at 35 South 
Dearborn street. Instructions were 
then received from Lieutenant Com- 
mander Roberts to return Elwing to 
the department of justice, with the 
result that he was found last night 


‘by a reporter and photographer at the 


home of his sister, 6140 North Ash- 
land avenue. 
Sees a Loophole. 
“Ehwing was of the opinion that the 


fact he had not added gold braid to 


his hat, making the commander’s uni- 
form complete, left a loophole through | 
which he could escape punishment for 
violation of the law against illegal 
wearing of the uniform of the United 
States navy. He agreed, however, at 
the invitation of Lieutenant Command- 
er Roberts, to visit the department of 
justice today voluntarily, where the 
case will be investigated thoroughly.

OUR FAULTY CLOTHING. 
F we can believe Jeanette Throckmor-

A manufacturer may have a thriving national business. He 
may be selling his goods in every corner of the United States 
om his net profits each year may be quite satisfactory. He 
is a success and he, therefore, argues that his methods of ad- 
vertising are correct, | 


Nevertheless, this same man may find on analyzing his sales 
and his costs (including advertising) by zones that some zones 
are exceedingly profitable; others merely break even, and in 
still others his profits are not sufficient to pay for their share 
of his advertising. In other words, if he could cut off all 
sales and advertising in the thirty states which lose him 
money and concentrate his effortg on the ten states which 
make him money and the eight states which would make 
him money if properly cultivated, he would be vastly better 

off, even anek his total volume of business might be much 


less. 


Most of each dollar that a manufacturer takes in he must pay 
out again. He must take varying percentages of it to pay for 
raw material, for labor, for distribution expenses, for interest, 
for rent, and it is only the residue that remains in his posses- 
sion in the form of net profts. 3 


Scientists, business efficiency experts, production engineers 
and mechanical geniuses have shaved off every bit of unneces- 
Sary cost in the production of advertised goods. Economies 
have centered in this end of the business. Only by the adop- 
tion of the zone system of merchandising and advertising 
can corresponding economies be made in distribution costs. 
By careful study of distribution the proportion of each dollar 
that remains with the manufacturer in form of net profits 
can be greatly increased. ok 


And the first step is to make each zone self-supporting, which 
can be done only by Jocalizing sales and advertising campaigns. 


Adapt Pressure to Needs 


Any sales manager knows that every section of the United 
States is not entitled to the same amount of sales effort. He 
knows that there are some districts where his product is so 
thoroughly established that a small amount of advertising 
pressure will produce maximum results. He knows that there 
are other districts where he cannot break in without an adver- 
tising effort prohibitive in its cost. He knows that there is 
an indefinite number of gradations between these two extremes. 


Woen he limits his campaign to advertising in big national pe-. 


' giodicals which boast of having in every community the same 
proportion of circulation to population, he is over-advertising 
in some sections and under-advertising in others. 


Newspaper advertising permits him to exert precisely the 
amount of pressure needed in each and every section of the 
United States. 


Meet Competition Simarely 


* By zoning sales and advertising efforts the manuf. turer can ~ 


meet and smash competition wherever it arises. His machin- 
ery of attack is mablio~te can be shifted from point to point 


and adapted to the particular conditions in each section. He —

Make Copy Seasonable 


Our tremendous variations in climate are a matter of common, | 
_daily discussion. We know that bathing suits are be worn 


at Palm Beach while furs are necessary in New England. We 
know that raincoats are bought in California during the winter 
rainy season, and in Chicago during the summer rainy season. 
We know that the buying habits of vast masses of population 
with regard to food, clothing and many other necessities. are 
controlled by the weather. But the advertiser who confines 


his copy to national periodicals cannot take advantage to the 


fullest. extent of these appeals of varying seasons and climates. 
The local advertiser finds climatic and seasonable changes the 
very breath of life for his advertising. But the national ad- 
vertiser in an attempt to talk to Maine and California in the 
same ad loses this direct sales producing punch. 


Make Copy Timely 


Advertising should be news if it is good advertising. It may 
be sheerly news of the merchmndise to be sold. But a great 


element of value can be added to advertising te wing t up 


with the big events of the hour. Here again ocal mer- 
chant is Jo ny-on-the-Spot with his timely announcements, 
linking his sales talks with the big topics which are upper- 
most every mind. Ee 


The man who relies upon national periodicals, on the other 


hand, is apt to find his copy given the lie by events taking 
— between the time it is printed and the time it is circu- 
ated. Thus, for a considerable period after the armistice 
magazines were filled with excited advertising almost ludi- 
crously unconscious that the war was over. 


Suit Advertising to Transportation 


The zone system of marketing enables the manufacturer to 
adapt his sales and advertising campaigns to exigencies of 
transportation. The freight embargoes of a year ago caused 
many an advertiser to concentrate all his sales effort (except 


his advertising) in limited territory within which he could 
ship his merchandise. He cut sales expense in the 
zones which were barred to him, except his advertising. 
Over his advertising, however, unless it was localized by 


- gones, he had no control. 


Freight rates have arisen to a point where many manufactur- 
ers find it unprofitable to attempt to cover the entire United 
States. They find that increased -volume in distant sections 


does not mean anything like the increased net profit that a 


smaller volume would produce nearer home. Every such 
advertiser should, as a matter of Course, adopt the zone sys- 
tem for his advertising and merchandising. 

To pay for advertising in a section where he does not and 
cannot sell his merchandise is like paying freight rates on 
goods he does not ship. 


More Circulation for Less Money 


Every advertiser in national publications is now spending from 
one-sixth to one-fifth of his appropriation in Illinois, Indiana, 


_Towa, Michigan and Wiscon in, because from one-sixth to one- 


fifth of the circulation of the magazines which he uses is in 


these five states. If his appropriation is $100,000, approximately | 


$20,000 should be charged to the Chicago Territory. 


It is therefore pertinent that he ask himself whether he is 


using the most efficient, economical means of covering this 
great market from an advertising standpoint. 

Advertising in various publications must be reduced to some 
common denominator before comparisons can be made. The 
usual basis is the cost per agate line of space per thousand 
circulation. The following figures showing cost of space per 
agate line per thousand speak for themselves:
